Bernal is a success story 
within a success story. 


The defender is pictured hold- 
ing the NSL championship trophy 
which he won with Sydney 
Olympic in the 1989-90 season. 

The Australian Institute of 
Sport product traipsed across 
Europe for three years in search of 
full professional soccer before 
finally returning to Australia two 
seasons ago in search of estab- 
lishing himself in the Australian 
national team. 

The dream appeared to have 
passed him by when in the first 
season he was used just the once 
by the Socceroos and then was 
overlooked not only by the nation- 
al team but also struggled to hold 
down a regular spot in the side as 
Sydney Olympic searched in vain 
to win its first NSL title. 

Olympic ended up losing out 
after getting defeated in the 
Grand Final by Marconi. 


All that changed last sea- 
son and 1989-90 will go down as 
the campaign when both Sydney 
Olympic and Andrew Bernal 
came of age. 

Olympic achieved the 14 
year old dream of winning a 
national championship.

The club did it in fairy tale 
style - just barely making the finals 
and then going on to win the title 
from fifth spot. 

Bernal topped off a marvel- 
lous season by being recalled in 
the Socceroos and starring in the 
Indonesian Merdeka Cup to estab- 
lish him as the ideal central 
defender for the new young 
national team. 


The only way to top all that 
off is by Bernal's Olympic achiev- 
ing the impossible. 

In soccer terms that translates 
into successfully defending the 
championship. 

In Sydney Olympic terms, that 
is exactly what the supporters 


expect. 


No one knows that better 
than coach Mick Hickman. 

"Everyone will look at us as 
the main target to knock off and | 
know it won't be easy," Hickman 
said on the eve of the season kick- 
off. 

"The players know that but | 
believe the experience gained 
over the past two seasons has 
made everyone hungry to contin- 
ve the success we've finally 
enjoyed and everyone is looking 
forward to the coming league 
campaign. 

"With these things you never 
can tell but having to play South 
Melbourne in the pre-season 
Charity Shield always was going 
to provide us with a good yard- 
stick. 


"I believe the early part of the 
season will be vital to any team 
with championship hopes." 


Olympic has concentrated 
largely on retaining the squad 
which won the title. 


The coach's recruiting targets 
have been replacements for the 
two players the club lost. 


Gary Phillips has announced 
his retirement from the game to 
take up a job in Hong Kong pro- 
moting surfing. 

His non-stop grafting will be 
missed and Hickman's main priori- 
ty has been to find a suitable 
replacement in the middle of the 
park. 


Youngster Eric Hristodoulou 
will be a strong contender for the 
spot after establishing himself as a 
quality player in his first NSL cam- 
paign last season. 


Up front Alistair Edwards, 
one of the goalscorers in the 
Grand Final victory over Marconi, 
got itchy feet once again and 
transferred to Singapore for

The coach moved captain 
Robbie Hooker from sweeper to 
Georgakis' leftback position and 
the switch paid off in the finals 
series. 

"We played 4-4-2 and it 
brought us results but | still like 
playing with a sweeper and we 
might change tactics and go back 
to a 3-5-2 with the two wide play- 
ers in the "5" operating as full- 
backs-cum-midfielders." 


Rightback Dave Barrett will be 
one of the "Wide" players but the 
other spot will depend largely on 
who Olympic ends up signing.

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Dreadful World Cup... but it had a th

who covered the World Cup finals for the Sydney Morning Herald. 


"The match was too mediocre to satisfy our 
clients," said a spokesman for Video-Film, 
Europe's leading video company, providing a 
damning indictment on the quality offered by 
West Germany and Argentina during their 
laborious showdown in the heat of Rome's 
Olympic Stadium last July. 

Hard headed commercialism? Certainly, 
but true nevertheless. 

The World Cup finals which promised so 
much, ended up delivering very little. 

The fans played their part, the organizers 
got it right and the promoters worked overtime. 

But the stars of the show, the players, 
fluffed their lines as the straightjackets inflicted 
upon them by a series of paranoid managers 
proved too much to bear (or should that be to 
wear?). 

Stifled by the negative tactics which 
insisted that not losing was infinitely preferable 
to actually winning, the 52 games became a 
test of endurance for the billions of supporters 
who watched the games both live and through 
their television sets at home. 


We kept hoping that the good news was 
just around the corner. 

But as the weeks dragged on, elation gave 
way to boredom as two salient points became 
clear. 

Firstly, the great players are not around 
anymore. And secondly, those few gifted soloists 
who are around - among them Gascoigne, Scifo, 
Giannini, Schillaci, Caniggia and co - were

fighting an uphill battle to triumph the legions of 
muscular defenders sent out as shock troops by 
fearful managers who wanted to suffocate their 
invigorating skills. 

Mediocrity reigned supreme and even the 
magnificent setting of Italia '90 failed to inspire a 
change. 

These World Cup finals were, 
unquestionably, among the worst in the history of 
the game. 


Yet they say every black cloud has a silver 


lining. And, from the ashes of a dreadful 
tournament, emerged a growing realization that 
something has to be done to rescue the intrinsic 


beauty of this game. 


Enough is enough, and for the first time, even 
those in the corridors of power seem to 
understand the need for change.

The world governing body, FIFA, mindful that 
the next World Cup finals in the USA may be a 
disaster unless more excitement is put back into 
the game, took one important step by altering the 
offside rule to encourage more goals. 


And even influential officials at both 
international and club level are saying that soccer 
must regain its lustre, that while it remains a multi 
billion dollar business, it also has a duty to 
entertain.

Follow the Leader ... new signing

Brunswick Juventus is among 
the oldest and most successful 
clubs in Australia. 

So successful that a volume 
was needed to describe it and 
the big part it played in the 
development of soccer in 
Victoria. 

Up to now much of the early 
history and colour of Juve was in 
the memories of an ever 
decreasing number of pre-war 
migrants who were present at its 
birth. 

Gilbert Martin, a sport 
journalist with the Italian 
newspaper La Fiamma and a 
farmer club secretary for 12 
years, has ensured this testimony 
was not lost by collecting it in a 
book titled "JUVE! JUVE!" which 
recently went to print thanks to 
the generosity of Aquila Shoes, 
a firm with strong links with the 
club. 
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The author leads the reader 
not only through the story of a 
sports club, but also in the 
intimacy of the Italian 
community, going back in time 
to Savoia, a team which was 
established during the 
depression years and was 
disbanded at the outbreak of 
hostilities because the authorities 
regarded it "too Italian" and 
therefore dangerous to the 
security of the nation. 

Juventus was formed in 
September 1948 and met with 
success from inception. But it 
also had its share of problems. 

In the early 50s it was 
banned "sine die" from cup 
games, but was granted an 
amnesty when Queen Elizabeth 
was crowned. 

Twenty years later on, it was 
so run down and riddled with 
debts that it took a member, a

They include big 
names like Tommy McColl and 
Jack Reilly, Andrew Zinni and 
Frank Barbazza. 

He also goes through the 
painstaking trouble to tally up all 
the championship games Juventus 
took part in. Of the 895 played, 
the club won 423, drew 200 and 
lost 254. 

To its followers, Juve has been 
more a club than just a winning 
team - it was part of their lives. 

And this emerges clearly when 
one flicks through the section of 
the book dedicated to the 
stalwarts as well as the 22 
presidents who took turns at the 
helm.

The club was a founder 
member of the League and was 
considered a power in the 
competition for the first 10 years.

It returns for the 90-91 after 
completing the most gruelling of 
seasons in the Victorian Soccer 
Federation State League.

It won the title at the last gasp 
from Croydon - and then was 
thrown straight into the promotion 
play-offs against the champions of 
South Australia (West Adelaide) 
and Queensland (Brisbane Lions).

The club had only a two week 
respite before it was called back 
to action for the NSL campaign. 

Coming into the NSL under 
such circumstances make it an 
automatic candidate for yet anoth- 
er drop. 


But midfielder Phil Stubbins is 
convinced the players will cope 
with the strain and that Heidelberg 
will hold its own. 


"At least we will be playing 
one game a week and we will be 
able to train and prepare properly 
for the matches," he said. 


Stubbins says the long 
gruelling season had side benefits 
- it brought the team closer 
together and everyone is playing 
for one another as well as for the 
club. 


The club is coached by Len 
McKendry, a familiar name in the 
NSL.

McKendry described 
Heidelberg's promotion as the 
biggest achievement of his 
coaching career. 

"Winning the NSL 
championship with South 
Melbourne was easier because 
then we could plan from week to 
week. You can do no such thing 
when you are playing a vital 
league game on a Saturday and 
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not know how many players will 
come through to front up for 
another important game 24 hours 
later," he said. 


McKendry is convinced that 
he has assembled a squad good 
enough to hold its own in the NSL.

outh Australia's hopes of 

hosting a group during the 

1993. World Youth 
Championship finals are in 
jeopardy in the wake of a SA 
State Government decision to 
defer a major part of the planned 
$4 million revamp of Hindmarsh 
Stadium. 

The Australian Soccer 
Federation made it abundantly 
clear that Adelaide's involvement 
in the prestigious event would be 
subject to its stadium being 
brought up to international 
standard. 

Hindmarsh failed the acid test 
when it was inspected by ASF 
general secretary Alan Vessey 
and FIFA vice-chairman Harry 
Cavan last year. 

Vessey promised a further 
inspection in mid 1991 when the 
proposed upgrading was to be in 
the concluding stages. 

Panic buttons were pressed in 
the South Australian Soccer 
Federation boardroom when the 
State Government released its 
budget, which contained 
extensive cutbacks. 


@ Under original planning, 
the redevelopment was to take 12 
months from start to finish. 

Now SASF officials must rely 
on the economic position 
improving by next year if to fulfill 


the dream of again hosting 
matches in the World Youth Cup 
series. 

Certainly, SASF general 
manager Mike Wells is hoping 
that predictions of broken political 
promises do not assume an air of 
reality. 

Local television stations 
highlighted the problem by 
screening file tape depicting the 
Minister making his original 
promise with a backdrop of the 
grandiose Hindmarsh Stadium 
plans as the focal point of the 
telecasts. 

The SASF can hardly be 
heartened by Minister Mayes’ 
press release which followed the 
Government cutbacks 
announcement. 

The release read, "While | 
hope the 1991-92 Budget 
contains enough funding for the 
rest of the building program, there 
is no guarantee this funding will 
be available." 


@ So far the preliminary work 


on the new Hindmarsh Stadium 
lighting system has been complet- 


Excavation work for the four 
towers which will house the 
$900,000 1200-lux lighting 
system is finished and the 
underground wiring is in place. 

But the plans for the new 


grandstand featuring corporate 
boxes, bars, function rooms, 
restaurant, administration wings 
and pressbox, may remain on the 
drawing board. 

That would be an everlasting 
shame because Adelaide, home 
of the Festival of Arts and the 
Grand Prix, deserves a part of 
the action of the World Youth 
Championship. 


@ South Australians have 
endearing memories of 1981 
when Hindmarsh Stadium shared 
Group C of the World Youth Cup 
with Canberra. 

A similar scenario was 
enacted nine years ago, as 
Hindmarsh Stadium needed 
upgrading before its facilities and 
lighting were passed as adequate 
to stage the world event. 

Adelaide's organizing 
committee, with the late Alex 
Hastings at the helm, did Australia 
proud with their presentation of 
the Group C games and drew 
praise from FIFA for their efforts. 

The eventual winner West 
Germany, Spain, Mexico and 
Egypt were the teams to grace 
Group C and their inspired play 
succeeded in packing Hindmarsh 
Stadium. 

Adelaide received a bonus in 
being rewarded the third place 
play-off between Rumania and 
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England, a game which drew a 
capacity crowd. 

The England squad included 
Neil Webb, a member of the 
senior World Cup squad in Italy 
1990, and Neil Banfield who the 
following year signed for 
Adelaide City and became a star 
NSL sweeper. 


@ The 1981 World Youth 


Championship won many converts 
to the code in South Australia. 

For not only did the Adelaide 
group house the eventual 
champion, but it also unveiled one 
of the big surprise packets of the 
series in Egypt. 

Apart from savoring the 
delights of the great football on 
offer in Adelaide, locals watched 
with interest the outstanding 
progress of the Young Socceroos. 

It is history now how Australia 
defied the odds to qualify for the 
quarter finals, losing in dramatic 
circumstances to West Germany. 

The tournament provided 
great enduring memories but 
South Australians don't want to 
live in the past. 

Adelaide wants to be part of 
the 1993 World Youth Cup action 
and is calling with all the voice it 
can muster for the State 
Government to keep its promise 
on the redevelopment of 
Hindmarsh Stadium.
